Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. Conditions 
and Changes. Outlook. 


We wish to take this opportunity to thank our subscribers 
and our advertisers for their loyal support during the year just 
closing ; and we extend to each and every one of them, individu- 
ally, our best wishes for the coming year, 1911, hoping that a 
kind Providence will continue the good fortune of those who 
were fortunate this past year, and that for those who were 
unfortunate that increased crops and better results from the 
same efforts will replenish their losses. 

For our regular correspondents who have contributed so 
much to the success of THE TRADE during this past year, we 
feel the deepest gratitude for their loyalty and never failing 
attention ; and to the numerous canners, brokers, supply men 
and others who have so ably assisted us in our work by the 
information they have furnished, as well as to the officers of 
the various Associations, we extend our sincerest thanks. 

The year just closing has been a most satisfactory one to 
us, for evidence from far and near—from South America, from 
Europe and from Japan, as well as from every state of this great 
country—has come to us that our pages arecarefully read each 
week—that our efforts have not been in vain. To all these we 
feel we can promise in the coming year of ror at least a contin- 
uation of these services, and we hope to very considerably im- 
prove them. After more than 33 years of continuous service to 
this sole industry, it is gratifying to know that the members of 
that industry, far and near, appreciate the service that is being 
rendered them, and this fills us with a renewed energy to put 
forth greater efforts in the year to come. And this we will 
strive to do. 


This past week has been largely devoted to holiday pur- 
poses, and the amount of business done in canned goods has 
been small. The market continues to show its strength in all 
articles, and there is a hopefulness regarding the future that is 
most pleasant. There have been some changes in the market quo- 
tations; and it is just tothe tomato market to say that it has 


gained in strength and shown an advance. Stock taking has 
kept most jobbers busy, and the results from the canners’ point 
of view are most satisfactory, for the holdings recorded are any- 
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thing but heavy. It is not often that this time of year finds 
these stock records light on all lines of canned goods; usually 
there is one staple article, at least, that proves the exception 
and is in too heavy supply. But this year they are all in good 
condition, and some of them so low that they will be entirely 
exhausted long before a new supply can be obtained. 

One prominent canned goods operator said to us last night 
that he had never seen good tomatoes so scarce in this market 
before, and he is in as close touch with the actual situation as 
any man in the industry. Oncorn he had the same to say, 
except that the scarcity was even greater than in tomatoes. 
All fruits are in small compass, and bid fair to bring their 
own prices. The changes this week will be noticed in the 
market columns. 

Another notable feature in the market this week has been 
the announcement of prices on cans by the American Can Co. 
These are published elsewhere in this issue, but a review or 
comparison of them with last year’s figures will prove interest- 
ing. No. 1 cans, 1% inch opening, are quoted at $0.25, a 
change from the closing quotations on last year’s cans of this 
size of 50c., last year having sold at $8.75. No. 2 cams, 
1% inch opening, are quoted at $12.50, an advance of $1.00 
over last year’s figures of $11.50. No. 3, 2 1-16 inch opening, 
are quoted at $16.75, an advance of $1.25 over last season’s ; 
and No. ro cans are quoted at $42.00, an advance of $2.00 over 
the previous year’s figures. All these new prices take effect on 
January I, IgII. 

On solder hemmed caps the new quotations are: 1% inch, 
goc. per thousand; 2 1-16 inch, $1.30 per thousand; 2 7-16 inch, 
$1.70 per thousand. 

It has been generally expected that cans during 1911 would 
be higher than they were during 1910, and these prices will 
therefore not come as a complete surprise. It was known that 
at the prices cans were selling during 1910 they were so close to 
cost that the can makers could not afford to continue them. 
It is generally expected these prices will be maintained, and 
that if there is any change it will be to a higher level. 

It will be necessary for canners to figure this increased cost 
in their goods before making future prices, as with caps and 
cans it means a difference of from tc. to 2c. per dozen in the 
cost of the goods. If higher prices for crops are to be paid, as 
in some instances we have already learned of, this jumping of 
the cost of the goods will assume a serious proportion. With a 
food productof the value of canned goods the profits should be such 
as to be independent of small increases of this sort, but unfortu- 
nately the profifs are not such, and must be scanned carefully.

CHICAGO MARKET. 


Special Correspondence to ‘‘The Trade” 


CHICAGO, December 27, 1910. 

The Outlook.—I note that a writer displaying some insight 
into conditions ani grasp of analysis say s that for I911, 1912 
and 1913 we can expect fairly prosperous years in business. He 
holds that history establishes that for a half a century in each 
decade we have had one year of panic, three years of slow re- 
covery, three years of fairly good business and three years of 
very profitable conditions in the order as mentioned. He cites 
1907 as the year of panic, 1908, 1909 and rg10 as the three 
years of slow recovery, 1911, 1012 and 1913 as three years of 
fairly profitable business and 1914, 1915 and 1916 as the three 
far or profitable years. If history repeats itself as he predicts 
we are now entering upon a six year period free from business 
disaster, based upon a restoration of confidence. 

I am inclined to think that the dull condition in the iron 
and steel business is a result of the concerted determination on 
the part of railroad managers to force an increase of freight 
rates. 

The steel and iron business is no longer a thermometer of 
business conditions in this country as railroad managers can ex- 
pand or depress that business by extending or withholding 
orders for rails and cars. 

The unusual losses occasioned by the San Francisco earth- 
quake and fire are cited as the real cause of the panic of 1907. 
They amounted to nearly five hundred millions of dollars, all of 
which had to be paid by those holding bank and insurance 
stocks and mortgages and it has taken sometime to recover from 
that enormous loss. There has been some extravagance, and 
wage workers have been badly crowded and pinched by increase 
of living values, but I find that a reaction has set in and spirit 
of economy and saving has come over the public. Automobile 
agents are having rough sledding and in many makes the market 
has become overstocked. Dried fruits and nuts which have

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ruled very high this seasun have been neglected and have sold 
in a smaller way than before for many years, and the articles 
hung upon Christmas trees this year have been as numerous as 
usual, possibly, but less elaborate or expensive than heretofore 
and more pertaining to practical use than to luxury or ornament. 

Instead of a seal skin sack or a diamond cluster or an electric 
limousine, Mrs. Jones has found upon the Christmas tree, a 
nice umbrella, a half-dozen pair of silk hose, a box of kid 
gloves and a box of bon bons, while Mr. Jones instead of a 
heavier top coat, a jeweled chronometer and a DeLuxe edition 
of his favorite author has found pendent upon the boughs of his 
tree a dozen pairs of hole-proof socks, a pair of nice fur-lined 
gloves and a box of fumidoras selected by his wife, which he 
prefers rather unselfishly (?) to reserve for his friends than to 
smoke himself. 

It is a good indication and points to safer and saner condi- 
tions of expenditure and business. It means that people are 
beginning to live within their incomes and to pay their debts. 

This is a great country for money making but a poor coun- 
try for money saving and the conditions of public and private 
wastefulness are most wicked and destructive. I am glad to see 
indication of reform in that respect. 

This country is rapidly becoming (I refer to the United 
States) the most powerful in the world. In order to rapidly be- 
come so in a short while it is only necessary that the people and 
the government economize and build up its financial and indus- 
trial strength. 

It is not the honest people who prevail in the worlds affairs 
in this age, though bravery is essential, for physicial courage 
has been found to be an almost universal or common attribute 
of all people, but it is the richest people, those whose credit is 
greatest and who can command the resources of the world, in 
fact that nation which can borrow the most money from world’s 
bankers and financiers and put the best equipped army and big- 


gest and strongest fleet in commission, that prevails. If our 
country had the talent for saving of the people of France or 
Germany with our earning power it would be but a few years 
until New York would be the worlds financial hub rather than 
London or Paris or Berlin, overshadowing them all. 

And it is coming, too, for the people who are coming to us 
from Europe are teaching our people habits of saving by com- 
peting with them and showing them how to economize. 

I predict that the establishment of the Postal Savings Bank 
now just beginning to operate, is going to have a very impor- 
tant etfect upon financial conditions in this country, as money 
which has been hoarded and secreted and sent to Europe will be 
deposited with the government and thereby put to work earning 
interest or stopping the outgo of interest to foreign countries. 

But: what has all this got to do with canned good? you 
probably say. More, much more, than you may think, for in 
the economical reaction canned foods are bound to find strong 
recognition and appreciation for they are cheaper and better 
than nearly any other food products, and are bound to become 
popular in an era of economy and retrenchment. 

Canned Tomatoes.—Nothing below 85c. for standard No. 
3s can be found in Chicago. The advance in price Fast has put 
Indiana packers in a position to sell to Chicago as their price 
remains 8oc., f.o.b. factory with a few holders which is cheaper 
than Maryland tomatoes, freight considered. 

Canned Corn.—Nothing in standard corn is to be found 
in Indiana, Illinois or Iowa at a lower price than 72%4c. f.o.b. 
cannery and but little at that price. I have already given the 
future prices which have been named for 1911, in this column, 
several weeks ago. 

Canned Peas.—The demand for cheap peas has begun and 
the big jobbers are quietly taking in all reasonably priced offer- 
ings in anticipation of spring trade. Nothing below 8oc. is 
quoted, f.o.b. canneries.

Their strong specialty is 
fine qualities of peas, but they also pack fine beets, kraut, and I observe 
that they are this year quoting green lima beans. Their prices on peas 
are about the same as for 1910 pack, some styles and varieties being a 
little higher. 

Corn Packers Confident.—I saw a letter from a big Illinois corn 
cannery today, wherein they state that they will not name prices until 
after January Ist, and anticipate that their regular customers will probably 
take all the quantity they desire to offer for futures, leaving none to offer 
to new trade. How is that for a frame of mind. No worry about that. 
It was created, I mean the independence of attitude, by packing quality 
in the cans. 

Indiana Corn, 1911.—The packers of Indiana are naming prices on 
corn as follows: 


etre Quality, Mo, .67% 
Fancy Country Gentleman, No, -77% 


All f. o. b. cannery. 
Illinois Corn, 1911.—The packers of Illinois corn are naming prices 
for 1911 pack as follows: 


Fancy Country Gentleman, No. 


All f. 0. b. cannery. I learn that nearly all the Illinois packers are 
well sold up to their capacity, and are not disposed to take any 
more orders. 

Trade Stagnated.—Business in canned goods is dormant, rather 
than stagnated, and will awaken with a whoop just after January I, 1911. 


Retailers are beginning to inquire about tomatoes industriously, but are 
not willing to pay the advance yet. They will be more willing soon. 

Canned Tomatoes.—There are no sellers of tomatoes in this market 
for less than 85c. for No. 3 standard goods, and in fact but few who care 
to sell at all, as stocks either are small or holdess prefer to wait for a 
higher market. 

Soaks.—A small business is being done in soaked peas and lima 
beans by packers of these goods, but corn is not in request. If prices 
should go higher it will be, Isuppose. The big SOAKED on the label 
keeps these products very quiet. 

A Little Incredulous.—I find that many are disposed to doubt the 
accuracy of the figures of the corn pack. Even if they are right, and I 
have no doubt they are, the upward trend of the market will keep right on 
keeping on, for the stoeks were completely cleaned out last year, and but 
little surplus is offering. 

Fine Grades Scarce.—Fine grades of lima beans, string beans, peas 
and fancy corn are all in good demand and very scarce. WRANGLER.

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California ‘Market. 


The Situation in the Pacific Coast States, as reviewed by 
our Special Correspondent for the past week. 


SAN FRANcIsco, CAL., December 23, 1910. 

Waiting on the New Year.—While packers have been 
experiencing a very good run of business during the early part 
of the present month, trade is now showing a falling off, and 
but little is expected from now on until the beginning of the 
new year. At that time there is expected to be a renewal of 
buying for eastern account, and during the month of January it 
is anticipated that practically all of the present stock of 1910 
canned goods will be cleaned up. Stocks are getting down to 
low compass, local wholesale interests are anticipating their 
season’s needs in full, and outside buyers will shortly be offered 
everything that is left. Most packers are entirely sold out, but 
the large ones still have broken lines, there being, however, 
much less in the line of California products on hand now than 
is usually the case at this season of the year. Figures giving 
the State pack of fruits and vegetables in detail will shortly be 
available, and it will then be seen that an enormous amount of 
canned goods has been distributed from this State during the 
past year, when the large size of the hold-over pack is taken 
into consideration. 

Tomatoes Strong.—Supplies of the cheaper grades of 
tomatoes, upon which there has been quite a run of late, are 
now well concentrated in strong hands, and the pressure to sell, 
which was quite noticeable, has been withdrawn. While most 
packers were asking 75c. for No. 2% standards, others were 
selling their pack at 7oc., and some sales were made during the 
course of the present month at 6734c. Needless to say the latter

were off grade, but as long as they were offered at this figure 
the market was in an unsteady shape. Now there are no toma- 


toes being offered at less than 7oc., and the bulk of stock now — 


being held is held at higher figures. With the buying of the 


cheaper grades about at an end, an increased amount of atten- 
tion is being paid to strictly solid pack goods. 


Canned Corn.-—The demand for canned corn on the Coast 
this season has been almost unprecedented, and stocks available 
at the present time are very limited. A feature of the demand 
that has been experienced here during the past two seasons is 
the fact that the very best grades are desired, and the cost price 
to the consumer seems to make but little difference. Whole- 
salers ordered heavily early in the season, believing that they 
would have plenty to meet all demands, but already they are 
commencing to run short, and there has been considerable trad- 
ing among local interests in an endeavor to fill orders until new 
supplies can be secured. More fancy Maine corn has been sold 
during the past year in the San Francisco field than ever before 
in a similar length of time. This cannot be explained entirely 
to the growth of population, but to the demand that has been 
created for that article. Grocers are noting that their custo- 
mers no longer ask merely for canned corn, but call for Maine 
corn. Its a long ways from Maine to California, but we hope 


that customers there are specifying California canned fruits 
when something luscious is desired in that line. 


Peas in Demand.—The pack of California peas will shortly 
be off the market, there being a very heavy call for these from 


all along the Coast and stocks in first hands are confined to two 


or three holders. Some grades are all sold out and the Jist will 
be badly broken by the first of the year if the demand keeps up. 
Plans for next season call for the planting of a greatly increased 
acreage of peas, as it has been found impossible to care for the 
demand with the output of past seasons. 

Fruits Quiet.—The demand for canned fruits is light and 
is largely confined to one or two varieties and grades. Standard

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peaches are in the greatest demand, and this is the grade in 
which there is still a fair supply. There have been inquiries 
made for extra Royal Anne cherries, but it has been found 
impossible to fill orders here. Shipments of canned goods to 
Great Britain this season have been very satissactory, there 
having been more than 460,000 cases of fruits shipped to date. 

Salmon.— Many rumors have been afloat here in regard to 
the action taken by some of the Coast salmon packing concerns 
in reference to accepting orders for the 1911 pack of goods. 
It has been stated that some packers were entering into agree- 
ments with buyers to sell goods at this season’s prices, but this 
has been strenuously denied by every one approached on the 
subject. The Alaska Packers’ Association is especially vehe- 
ment in its utterances on this question. No future sales have 
been made by this concern, and absolutely none will be made 
uatil the spring preparations are well under way and it can be 
seen in what shape the market is after the $1.35 dose admin- 
istered last fall. 

Asparagus.—Local holders of asparagus are much elated 
with the reports that are now coming from the East in regard 
to the demand there and the size of the stockson hand. Buying 
is expected to show quite a revival here iu the near future and 
the pack is expected to be cleaned up some time before the 
active canning season commences again. The great care that 
was taken last season by most packers resulted in the pack 
being the finest ever put out, and orders to canning superintend- 
ents will be even more stringent next year. The 1911 pack, 
according to present plans, will be in the neighborhood of 
750,000 cases, and attempts are to be made to extend the 
marke-. 

Olives.—Ripe olives will be in light supply this year, 
owing to the light crop that has been harvested in most of the 
olive growing sections of California, and to the fact that frosts 
have done considerable damage. There is no carry over from 


last season, practically all of the reserve stock having been 
destroyed some time ago by the destruction of the warehouse 
of the American Olive Co. at Los Angeles. 

Coast News Notes.—J. D. Dole, one of the leading pine- 
apple canners of the Hawaiian Islands, is in San Francisco on a 
visit and will remain for a month. 

- Louis Getz, of Getz Bros. & Co., has been heard from in 
India, he being on a trip around the world. 
At last after many year’s delay, the delicious fruit raised 


at Tulare, Cal., is to be sent forth in the canned state with the 


Tulare label attached. This garden spot of the San Joaquin 
Valley has been sup.lying fruit to canneries in other cities for 
years, canners going there for fruit for their choice packs. 
Now the Tulare Canning Co. has been formed and a big can- 
nery building is now in course of erection. The finest machin- 
ery procurable is to be installed and a strictly high grade pro- 
duct will be sent out. The motive power of the plant will be 
electricity wherever possible and crude oil will be used for fuel.

The preservation of food in hermetically sealed cans has become one 
of the most important of the world’s industries, and one upon which 
people are coming to depend more and still more each year. 

For many years a prejudice existed in the minds of the people against 


tinned foods, there being an impression that preservatives were used in 
the process. 


In late years, however, people have become better informed through 
the educative power of great newspapers like the Examiner, until now 
such a prejudice would be smiled upon as an evidence of ignorance and an 
unfamiliarity with ordinary scientific facts. For it is now a matter of com- 
mon: knowledge that Only heat is required to sterilize the contents of cans 


in preserving canned foods, and that any other preservative would not 
only be unnecessary, but a useless expense and detriment.

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Preservatives are used in some few of the cheaper kinds of catsup, 
sauces, jams, jellies and other articles that unlike canned or tinned foods, 


are not hermetically sealed, but preservatives are not used in canned 
foods, in fact it would be foolish to use them as they are not needed. 

Vegetables and fruits gathered fresh from the fields and orchards with 
the dew upon them, thoroughly washed and cleaned in pure artesian 
water and with hot steam and then prepared in nearby factories as clean 
as the daintiest woman’s kitchen, and equipped with all sanitary appli- 
ance3, sealed securely from the air in cans heavily coated with insoluble 
tin the same day they are gathered represent the height and perfection of 
modern food sanitation and wholesome freshness and flavor. 

As compared with the boxed and open crated vegetables and fruits 
which are unwashed and exposed until consumed to every condition of 
dust, dirt and floating atmospheric filth, canned goods are vastly prefera- 
ble. Then, the long shipment period of vegetables and fruits and their 
tougheaed and stale condition, their rotting and freezing, are all avoided 
in using canned foods. 

Chicago as a ‘‘Great Central Market” for the distribution of canned 
foods is paramount among all the cities of the world.

Uaited States is about 250,000,000 cans, or about three cans for each person 
in the United States The pack of canned corn is about of the same mag- 
nitude. The pack of canned peas about half as much. The pack of sal- 
mon about the same as that of canned peas. The pack of canned fruits in 
the aggregate, including all kinds, is about 600,000,c0o, and the grand total 
is made up iu other kinds of canned goods like canned meats, sardines, 
string beans, baked beans, lima beans, hominy, beets, asparagus, spinach, 
lobster, herring, mackerel, oysters, okra, pumpkin, rhubarb, shrimp, 
sweet potatoes, kraut, squash, succotash, soups, etc. 

The grand aggregate or total is estimated by experts to be about 
100,000,000 cases as the entire output of the canneries of the United States, 
or about I case of 24 cans for each person in the United States, under the 
new census.

big salmon canneries is located here. 


In canned meats it is merely suffitient to mention Libby, McNeil & 
Libby, Armour & Co., Swift & Co , Nelson Morris & Co., Schworzschild 
Sulsberger & Co , to at once call attention to the world wide predomi- 
nance of Chicago as a mea: canning city. This city produces about 80 per 


cent. of all the canned meats packed and the output probably exceeds that 
ot any other article canned except tomatoes. 


One other suggestion is that the importance of this market has been 
established and maintained by the work incident to the development of a 
great new country, In tilling the unforrowed prairies, felling the virgin 


forests, opening the untouched resources of coal, copper, silver, gold and 
other mines, 


In constructing the enormous network of railroads, and in building 
thousands of towns and cities and millions of homes, in this vast work of 
conquering a wilderness which has been wrought since Chicago was found- 
ed less than a century ago, this city has had a large responsibility and 
great work as a food distributing center, and that work has largely de- 


pended upon hermetically sealed foods—canned goods-—upon which to 
sustain its people and workers.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


The following letters will appear interesting to corn pack- 
ers and others who are directly or indirectly affected by the 
amounts of corn packed in any one year; and as it would seem 
to be the desire of the officials who had a hand in the compila- 
tion of the recent statistics, that the correctness of these should 
be varified, we take pleasure in publishing these letters.

“To THE TRADE PAPERS. 

Gentlemen: —At request of the secretary of the National Association, 
I beg to state that the reported packs of our membership amounted to 
1,784 391 cases of corn. This report includes one plant in Nebraska, 
reporting 44,500 cases, but did not include the pack of several small pack- 
ers in the State. There being 29 factories reporting out of about 35 or 


more that pack corn.

The next letter is from the Secretary of the Illinois Canners 
Association, and is as follows: 
EpIToR THE CANNED GooDs TRADE, Baltimore, Md. 


Dear Sir:—I am informed that there has developed considerable criti- 
cism on the totals of the corn pack of 1910 reported by our National Asso- 
ciation, the figures for Illinois being particularly in question. 

Inasmuch as the National Association has taken the figures’of the 
Illinois Association for their report, I wish to state that the totals as I 
reported them and as later published by the National Association are in 
exact accordance with the direct replies I received from packers controll- 
ing forty-nine plants in this State. From two plants I was unable to 
secure a direct report, and in each of these cases an estimate was made up 


from the knowledge of two or three neighboring packers. So the figures 
as given represent fifty-one plants, including several which did not oper- 
ate, and I know of only one small concern in the State not covered. This 
was a plant of small capacity on which I was unable to secure any line 
whatever, and accordingly made no estimate for. Several plants in the 
State are affiliated with plants in other States, but the figures given cov- 
ered articles packed in Illinois alone in such cases. 

I am inclined to believe that this criticism is due to the large apparent 
increase in the pack of corn in Illinois the past season, but which is only 
apparent as we found in 1909, the first year our local Association took up 
statistics, that the figures reported to the National Association were some 
400, 000 cases short of the actual pack. Our figures that year were made 
up in an executive session of the Association, at which practically all the 
corn packers were represented and were considered unusually exact by 
those present. Unfortunately, these figures were not given to the National 
Association, and the discrepancy was not noted until after the National 
figures were published. The same discrepancy developed this year and 
the Illinois Association figures were used, 

I am of the opinion that our experience in this State may have a 
parallel to a greater or less extent in other States, and that while this 
year’s corn pack shows a large increase over 19c9, that at least a million 
cases and possibly more is due to the more exact and thorough methods of 
securing the statistics. The small stocks in canners’ hands tends to bear 
out this view. 

I am anxious to get the exact truth in the matter of statistics—no 
more and no less—and will gladly welcome any criticism of the Illinois 
figures, looking toward the correction of any error or mistake, even though 
I am confident that the figures given are correct within 1 percent. The 
fact that a large proportion of the reports were confirmed by neighboring 
packers give me this confidence.

In view of the fact that so many corn packers of the East 
were obliged to pro rate their contracts, some of whom we know 
did not pack one-third of the amount they had sold as futures, 
though the average delivery was upwards of 75 per cent., the 
publication of the large totals places them in an uncomfortable 
position. It is not surprising then that inquiries are being made 
regarding the enlarged pack of Maryland, and as an instance of 
this we have in hand a letter received from Mr. Grafton John- 
son, which reads as follows: 

‘‘THE 7 RADE, Baltimore, Md 

‘‘Gentlemen :—You are in pretty close touch with the Maryland corn 
situation of 1910 pack. What are your views concerning the figures publish- 
ed by the Association, which shows more than double the pack of 1909, in 
face of the fact that some of the largest packers in the State made short 
deliveries, and that the market is closely cleaned up? On the surface of 
it, it does not look reasonable. * * * * Maine also appears to be 
heavily over estimated.”’ 

In a copy of a letter forwarded with this a well posted man 
is quoted as emphatic in his statement that there was no such 
pack as reported for 1910, and another goes on to give his reas- 
ons why both Maine and Maryland could not have had such 
packs—double the amount of the year previous. ; 

Mr. Gorrel writes us on this question that he believes tim 
will demonstrate the correctness of their work, and that the 
criticism of this work will prove a boomerang to the critics. It 
is not to precipitate a discussion on this, that we publish these 
letters, but in deference to those whose interests are at stake.

Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions. 
Changes and Outlook. 


New YORK, December 28, 1910. 

The Market.—To attempt a review of the market in this, 
the closing week of the year, is to attempt almost the impossi- 
ble. Nobody takes much interest in buying and selling when 
the holiday season is at its height, and it is at its height during 
the present week. Monday was the holiday and everything 
was closed. With the long respite between Seturday noon and 
Tuesday morning comparatively little was done. And the rest 
of the week promised to be quite as dull. Nor is there much 
likelihood of any material increase in the movement for a week 
or two tocome. Nearly all buyers are more or less indifferent, 
while sellers are not urging business because of the danger of 
cutting the market. The result is virtual stagnation for a time. 
The outlook is not discouraging, nor, indeed, is it particularly 
encouraging. The conditions which govern are substantially 
the same, while there may be an improvement as soon as buying 
begins for the replenishment of broken stocks or the change 
which occurs at the beginning of the new year. 

Tomatoes.—The market is quiet, with almost no sales or 
inquiry. Holders are not urging business, nor are buyers show- 
ing any interest in what is being done. 
in a status quo, with the outlook favoring improved prices as 
soon as buying begins. It is almost certain that stocks are 
reduced and that holders will have plenty of inquiry as soon as 
there is any increaSe in the movement into consumption. It is 
pointed out by experts that no retailer or wholesaler has any 
considerable stocks and that they must buy as soon as demand

revives. The sityation will improve almost immediately then 
and probably prices will advance along with the increase in 
buying. Meanwhile all holders are firm in their views and 
refuse to make concessions. Perhaps if a buyer came in with 
an order of any considerable magnitude he would be able to 
secure some concessions, but no such welcome individual has 
appeared. Only retail business is done, and that doesn’t 
amount to very much. Stocks are not heavy. That much is 
certain, but just when buyers will discover it and act upon their 
newly acquired information is uncertain. So far they have 
devoted little attention to the tomato situation. They will 
probably buy later, but at present the market is practically 
dead. Dealers are figuring up the results of the year’s busi- 
ness. They are not doing much in either buying or selling. 

Corn.—The observations made about tomatoes apply in 
most instances to corn. The market is quiet, though perhaps a 
trifle more business has been done during the week than was 
done in tomatoes. The price remains substantially as pre- 
viously reported, with sales in considerable lots in one or two 
instances. The outlook for the coming year is good for hold- 
ers, though it might be that conditions will change later. It is 
said that buyers will come into the market a little later for con- 
siderable supplies. At the present moment, however, indiffer- 
ence seems to be the controlling factor. What will be deter- 
mined later no one can say, but the conditions which now exist 
are correctly characterized as waiting. The buying movement 
is confined to actual requirements. 

Peas.—In some instances fair sales of peas have been 
reported, but in the main the market shares the dullness which 
characterizes both tomatoes and corn. It might be said, how- 
ever, that relatively more movement is in progress in the mar- 
ket, though such sales as have been made have been in small 
lots. Whether any considerable quantities have been left for 
the coming year is a question which can only be determined 
later. There are varying views about this, though it seems to 
be generally understood that the available quantity is relatively 
light. - For the present, perhaps, dealers are satisfied if they 
have business enough to keep the market from stagnation.

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Beans.—Not much business has been done in beans of any 
grade, though practically all holders are firm and refuse to 
make concessions. Buyers show little interest and any consid- 
erable offering would be accompanied by reduced prices in most 
instances. Baked grades are unchanged, but are held with con- 
siderable confidence. Strings are quiet with buyers showing 
almost no interest in the situation. Limas are steady, but 
movement is too limited to amonnt to anythiug. 

Asparagus.—No change has occurred during the week. 
Business has been done upon substantially the same basis as 
heretofore, with this difference that buyers are taking no more 
than is necessary to provide for their pressing orders. In the 
main indifference controls the market and sales are made in 
small lots only. 

Fruits.—The market is quiet. A fairly active sale occurred 
before the holidays, chiefly in small lots to satisfy immediate re- 
quirements while some buyers refused to confirm orders when 
they learned the price. The stock is pretty well distributed and 
holders show no disposition to urge business. California varie- 
ties are in small compass, with business confied toactual require- 
ments. Peaches and apricots are pretty well distributed, but 
there are some small fruits left, though in most instances no 
more than enough for the ordinary requirements of business are 
reported. In nearly all instances the market has been firm 
throughout the season and shows no indication of changing at 
present. 

Salmon.—Tne situation has remained unchanged, though 
here and there a buyer comes into market and would be glad to 
get hold of considerable stock. This year will go down 1n his- 
tory as the worst in the salmon business, and at the close there 
is nothing to make it appear better. Sometimes there is a gleam 
of hope ahead, but in the main the market remains substantially 
as it has been, with sales restricted because of the impossibility 
of obtaining the goods. It cannot be better after the turn of 
the year. there are no fish to be had and the season will be 
unsatisfactory and trading will be limited to small quantities in 
definitely. No further supplies can be obtained until the new 
packing season begins. 

Sardines.—The market has been, and is, unsatisfactory. 
Dealers cannot obtain goods, except at full prices. None are 
available, though here and there a holder comes into the market 
and says he has more or less goods. In the main, however, 
trade is limited by the conditions which have been described 
heretofore. In some ways the year has been unsatisfactory and 
perhaps it is not quite correct to say that the improvement at 
the end of the season has been anything approaching what it 
should be. But there is a possibility that trade will be upon a 
somewhat better basis after the turn of the year. In that case 
holders are will probably get more demand, but there is no indi- 
cation of any special improvement in either movement or in 
price to buyers. 

Lobster.—The year closes with a very stiff market and 
movement limited to actual requirements. There is little buy- 
ing beyond what dealers must have for their immediate use

A Special Train to the Milwaukee Convention. 


Mr. Leonard G. Kraft has notified us that arrangements have been 
made with the Pennsylvania Railroad to run a special equipped steel train 
to the Milwaukee Convention. This train will consist of one staterocm 
car, and regular drawing-room section cars. It will leave Union Station, 
Baltimore, on Sunday evening, February 5, 1911, at 8.55, and the Phila- 
delphia section will leave Broad Street Station, Philadelphia, Sunday 
evening, February 5, at 8.40, joining asa solid train at Harrisburg, Pa., 
and running through on special schedule to Milwaukee without change 
of cars. 

One way fare from Baltimore to Milwaukee is $18.70. A party rate 
of Io or more from Baltimore to Chicago is offered at $15.40.

The 
party rite of ro or more from Philadelphia is $.6.35, and adding the $1.70 
from Chicago to Milwaukee makes the fare on party rate to Milwau- 
kee $18 05. 

The Pullman rates from either Baltimore or Philadelphia are the 
same, and are as follows: Berth, $5.00; section, $10; stateroom, $14.00; 
drawing room, $18.00. 

As this train will have cars leaving from both Philadelphia and Balti- 
more, it will be necessary for the railroad company to know not later 
than January 25th how many will leave from each place. Reservations 
for lower berths must be made early, as the number in each car is limited.
